And you'll soon *   how much mar* 
valuable your horn* paper i* to you 
than you may now consider it.

It is go 
ing to take other methods to disarm 
those who have absolutely no busi 
ness being armed. And It i* a prob 
lem in which every law-abiding 
peace-loving citizen i* interested, be 
cause none of us are safe eo long as 
responsible people can get hold of a 

pistol, any time they want to.
